until after the coming recess, and that 
some differences were yet to be iron­ 
ed out in conference. 
“We regret this situation 
because 
the departm ent is making every effort 
not only to give early benefit to the 
public but to furnish employment at 
this time and through the winter," 
Commissioner Babcock said. 
"Indications are however that the 
departm ent can not open any more 
projects this season and postponement 
of the 1921 federal aid prospects can 
not be avoided,” he said.

SENATE PASSAGE 
OF ROAD BILL CUTS 
STATE ALLOTMENT 


Minneapolis, Aug. 20—Reduction of 
$710,000 in tile allotm ent of federal 
funds for Minnesota road building Is 
involved in the passage by the United 
States senate of an am endment to the 
federal good roads bill, reducing the 
appropriation for this year I rom $100,- 
000,000 to $75,000,000. 
This means a 
25 per cent cut in the Allotment to 
each state, Minnesota highway officials 
said.

this to $2,130,000.

In (lie evenings the people sit out in 
the parks. 
No, they do NOT take off 
their coats. 
They tilt their hats just 
a wee hit to the- hacks of their heads, 
undo their top lest buttons, and think 
they are being delightfully daring. 
( fit!I I came lo America I had nev­ 
er seen a man ride in a railway train 
without his coat, 
lf a few- well-known men set the 
example of taking off their coats in 
English trains, everybody woqld do it 
As it is, such things are "not done," 
Probably the only offices in London 
today 
where people 
work 
iii 
their 
shirtsleeves are the new spaper offices. 
There they do it, winter and sum m er 
alike. 


No British journalist is any good 
unless he works in his shirt-sleeves. 
That's a tradition dating back some 
30 odd years,
